Qneatlona Involved.

One of the remarkable things connected
with the rate war Inaugurated by the Wa-
bash to Eastern points Js that It benefits
all points of Importance except Indian-
apolis, less than 1 cent a mile being the
rate from Chicago to New York first by the
Vabash, and now all lines are meeting it

at Chicago, Teoria, St. Louis and Kansas
City, and the Lake Erie & "Western an-
nounces that it will put In the reduced rates
on certain days from Feru and other points
on Its line where It comes in contact with
Wabash competition. The Big Four fol-

lowed the Fennpylvanla In making the an-

nouncement, and all Eastern lines are In
the fight, which is dally Increasing in bit-
terness and Is liable to result In a similar
rate being offered on regular service be-

tween the points named and the East.
Meantime the Dig Four and the Pennsyl-
vania lines are holding rates at Indian-
apolis strictly to tariff. Lake Erie & West-
ern ha3 of late become so aggressive that
were It not a Vanderbilt line it would
doubtless put in the reduced rate on the
date named. The rates named by the Wa-
bash and its competitors are the lowest
ever given for the round trip to the Atlantic
coast and are good to-da- y, July 31 and Aug.
7 and 14, with twflve days' limit.

Testing Grnln Unten Cast.
Some weeks ago there was a disagree-

ment over the grain rate between Chicago
and the seaboard. All of the lines had
agreed that on grain from the Northwest
for exporting points the rate should be the
Fame from Fairpo: . Erie and Buffalo
through all exporting points. The Penn-
sylvania recently decided that this was
not exactly the fair thing for it, and so cut
the rate a cent to Philadelphia. The other
roads raised a row about it and a meeting
was called at the headquarters of the
Joint Traffic Association. The matter was
gone over there and whs llnally referred
back to the committees of the Central
and the Trunk-lin- e associations. In the
meanwhile all of the roads have met the
Pennsylvania reduction anfl as the latter
has not insisted upon its differential by fur-
ther cutting the rate the matter rests there.
Another point was also recently up. The
Grank Trunk had insisted upon sending
grain to Portland for exporting, using the
Montreal rate. The other roads objected,
but the Grand Trunk insisted that it would
loe business if It maintained the Port-
land rate equally with the other roads. Its
competitors suggested that it make a trial,
at least, and. if after close Investigation
the Grand Trunk was proved to be a heavy
loser, some other means might be used to
remedy the matter. The Grand Trunk con-
sented and the test Is now being made.

The Mayor nnd (inn ly Meter.
To the Editor of the Indianapolis Journal:

I never fail to read whatever J. H. Clay-po- ol

writes for the Journal, for he goes
to the point In a few words and he is usu-

ally on the right side of the question dis-

cussed, but I read what he said last Tues-
day about selling natural gas by measure
with less than usual pleasure, because I
was about to say substantially the same.
It seems to me 1 never knew a more strik-
ing case of "stand and deliver" than the
demand that the gas companies must de-

liver gas at ordinance rates whether they
have it or not. If. however, the consum-
ers had, all these years, lived up to their
part of the contract there would be more
gas for use than we now have. It is not
an extravagant estimate to assume that
more than twice as much gas has been used
in Indianapolis than has been paid for at
ordinance rates. More than half the mixer?
have been bored to twice the ordinance
caliber, and many who are most clamorous
against meters entirely removed the mix-
ers, burning more than four times the
amount of gas they were entitled to under
the ordinance. It has been nothing unusual
for one man to have next to no gas while
his neighbor on the same line had abund-
ance, and many a man who would scorn
to be called a thief has taken the mixer
back to the office yet continued to burn
gas most extravagantly without paying
anything for It. The man who would prey
upon the coal supply of the coal dealer
clandestinely would be calle-- a thief; what
then is the man who uses gas without pay-
ing for it?

Personally, I want meters, because I do
not want to pay for gas I do not get. La"st
winter I did not get half the gas I paid for,
ana yet what I did get was not half as
expensive as the coal I had to. buy to sup-
plement the gas furnished, besides being
more convenient. Even if the cost be twice
the cost of gas when furnished up to the
full ordinance rate It will still be cheaper
than coal, even at last winter's prices,
much more, if all coaldom goes on a strike
a few months more. It is not a little sig-
nificant that our excellent mayor uses gas
by meter at his factory Instead of coal
at present prices. It is both cheaper and
more convenient, even in factories. Let us
get what we pay for and pay for what we
get, and there will be gas enough to an-
swer every purpose.

Whether the mayor has the?.right to mulct
the city in costs in a vain attempt to do the
impossible thing 1 do not presume to say.
It would look, a little stranger if some tax-
payer would enjoin the mayor against en-
joining the gas company. I believe in gov-
ernment by injunction. U. L. SEE.

In Sunday's Journal something is said
of the Canada and Russian thistles. In
which they are said to be identical. This
is an error. The true Canada thistle re-
sembles the common thistle, except that it

I is more slender in growth, with longer
; spines, and in the Important fact that it

has a rhlzoone or underground stem, which
when broken or divided by plowing or cul-
tivation will send up innumerable new
stems. Tnis habit and its winged seeds
make it exceedingly difficult to eradicate.
None of our domestic animals can be in-
duced to touch it. much less eat It, anil it
never has been, and never can become arorage plant. The so-call- ed Russian thistle
is an entirely different plant. It is really
not a thistle at all. but a tumble weed,resembling in appearance the Western
weed of same name. It has insignificant
thorns or spines on ends of leaves, andnence its name of "thistle." It is exceed-
ingly persistent, as it ripens a multitude
of seeds which grow with a vigor that
enables it to maintain itsrlf under even
adverse conditions.

JOIIX B. COCKnt.M nCFOHFJ THE
STATE TAX COMMISSIONERS.

Willing to Have Last Year' A.es-me- nt

Continued A nitmlni; Tilt Be-

tween Corporation Laivyera.

John B. Cockrum, counsel for the Lake
Erie & Western Railroad, had a little talk
with the State Board of Tax Commissioners
yesterday afternoon, in which he endeav-
ored to convince the board that last year's
assessment of the railroad property was
too high. Mr. Cockrurr. said that the rail-
road company was willing to have the 1901

assessment continued for 1002, but he be-

lieved that, in comparison with the valua-
tion of other steam road properties, the as-

sessment of the Lake Erie &. Western was
figured too high. Last year's assessment
of the property Mr. Cockrum represents
figured the valuation at $15,500 per mile.
The Lake Erie & Western was the only
railroad represented before the board yes-
terday afternoon. To-morro- w and continu-
ing until July 23 other steam roads having
property in Indiana will make representa-
tions before the board. This morning the
Kokomo Street-railwa- y Company will have
a hearing.

Yesterday morning F. R. Babcock, of
Chicago, represented the Michigan Central
Railroad. He made no attempt to have
last year's assessment lowered and stated
that the company Is content to let the as-
sessment remain at the present figure or. If
the board saw fit, to have it Increased, pro-

vided that the assessments of other roads,
such as the Lake Shore, were raised pro-
portionately.

Mr. Babcock asked, however, that the as-
sessment of the Chicago Junction Railroad
be cut from $35,0u0 to $lX),0Oo per mile. By a
mistake last year, Mr. Babcock said, the
valuation cf the property was returned too
high. The bulk of the earnings of theproperty, he said, are in the Chicago
Stockyards, and the company did not sepa-
rate the trackage earnings in the stock-
yards from the earnings of the rest of the
line.

For the Grand Trunk road James II.
Muir, its auditor, and L. C. Stanley, its at-
torney, appeared. The Grand Trunk repre-
sentatives thought that last year's assess-
ment was too high, and in the course of
their statements they were led by Gov-
ernor Durbin to make some interesting
comparisons of the earnings and taxes of
the Michigan Central and Grand Trunk.
After saying that the assessment of the
Grand Trunk should be reduced from $34.000
per mile to $32100 per mile. Mr. Mulr said
that the Michigan Central is a more valua-
ble property than the Grand Trunk. In
1900, Mr. Muir said, the taxes of the Grand
Trunk amounted to 37.5 per cent, of its net
earnings. The taxes of the Michigan Cen-
tral were only 13.6 per cent, of its net earn-
ings. He left the inference that a condi-
tion of affairs prevailed of which the board
should take cognizance in fixing this year's
assessment.

The Grand Trunk and the Michigan Cen-
tral are competing lines, and the efforts of
the corporation attorneys to convince the
board that each was getting a little the
worst of the State's assessment were amus-.In- g.

Heavy Arrival of Cereals.

Trade moves along much In the same rut
from day to day and like conditions prob-
ably will prevail through July. Flour has
taken on a steadier tone locally, owing to
stable wheat conditions with a fair trade In
progress, flour being to-da- y the cheapest
article sold for general consumption. Su-gra- rs

are steady, the raw market having
gained enough strength to avert a decline
without improving sufficiently to bring
about an advance. Coffee is slow during
the summer, but there is demand sufficient
to keep prices from declining. The only
change In canned goods Is In tomatoes,
where prices reached the highest point of
the season about the middle of the week,
only to verify the old adage that "pride
goeth before a fall," prices proving top-heav- y,

and going back to figures prevail-
ing at the opening of the week. Consumers
simply refused to pay the advanced fig-

ures and they had to decline. There has
been a decided cut in prices of new pack
tomatoes, which has helped to pull down
spots, and Jobbers will not be. surprised
to see still further declines this week. Dried
and evaporated fruits are steady and un-
changed. Fruit and produce are moving
fairly well, subject to only the seasonable
fluctuations which vary with stocks held
from day to day. Irish potatoes are weak,
but prices are much the same as for a week
past. Green apples, if choice, are firmer.
Hut few cherries or raspberries are of-
fered. Blackberries and huckleberries are
In good supply and watermelons and cante-loup- es

are abundant and cheap. Peaches
are becoming quite plentiful, some very
good Kentucky fruit being offered. Butter
is coming In more freely, but choice com-
mands the best price quoted. Eggs are very
firm for July. Poultry is a fast mover at
prices quoted, young chickens especially-bein- g

in good request. The provision market
Is strong, attributed to the strong tone of
the live-stoc- k market.
